PREFACE 


HE firft Volume of our Colleftion being now compleated, it may be expetted, that 
< fometbing foould be faid concerning the Defign and Manner of executing it. 


IT would be needlefs to expatiate on the Advantages of Works of thts Kind. up of c 
Every body knows that ther Uje is to preferve valuable Books from being lft; toi: 


render fcarce Books common; and to bring the beft Authors relating to all Parts of the World 
into one Body. This bas produced fo many large Collections of Voyages and Travels m various 
Languages; as Grineus and de Bry in Latin, Ramufio in Italian, end Thevenot 7 French ; 
not to mention feveral other fmatler Collections in the fame Languages. But no Nation hath 
publifbed fo many Books of this Sort as eur own: For we bave already na fewer than bree 
darge general Collections in Englith; Hakluyt i three Volumes Folio, Purchas in four, (ex- 
clufive of bis Pilgrimage) and Harris in two.

AS toChurchill’s, though confifting of fix great Folios, it is no move than an Affemblage churctin’:; 


of the Travels of about fifty particular Authors to a few Parts of the World, and therefore 


we do not place it among the general Colleétions. Befides*thrs effential Defect, the Authors 
made ufe of are, for the mat Part, of very little Efteem. They feem to have been gathered 
without Fudgment or Care; and chofen (if there was any Choice made at all) rather for their 
Imperfections than Merit. Some are fwelled with fcar® any Tine but the Tranfaltions, and 
even the Difputes, of Miffionarses: Others, though very bulky, confift of Matters foreign to 
the Subjeét, as Monfon’s naval Traéts, which take-up the greater Part of the third Volume, 
and have no more Bufine{s in a Collection of Travels than any other naval Iliftory extant: Se 
shat the Subftance, in effe?, of the whole fix Volumes might eafily be comprized in two, 


WHAT is fill worfe, the foreign Authors are very badly tranflated, and thofe employed Baa trans. 


Jor that Purpofe have been religioufly fcrupulous to retain all Superfluities both tn the Matter 


and Stile; though they have frequently made bold to miftake ther Authors Senfe moft egre- 
gioufly, and fometimes to caftrate them greatly to therr Difadvantage. The Part beft executed 
in the Whole, though very dry, 1s the Introdudtion , which fome People, without the leaft 
Grounds, would fain perfuade the Public was weriticn by the great Mr. Locke: But the ma- 
nifold Imperfeétions of th1s Collection fufficiently confute that Pretence. 


NOTWITHSTANDING there are fo many Colleétions of Voyages already extant, yet New Cees 
as Materials for this Purpole are continually encreafing, and new Difcoverres dail made, — we 


there will always be the Jame Neceffity from Time to Time of publifhing new Calletfions por, at 
Raft,” Additions to. the old. This eccafioned Hakluy: to fet-forth bis fecond Edition, with 
great Improvements, in 1599, ten Years after bis firft, Purchas to exbibit a new Work 
3816255 and Hartis to do the like tn 1705. 
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webs = THE Defign foveral Collséiers, was to publife, in one Body, all th bef Authors 
a aa from the Revival A ails and Difcoveries, fied ages ap terre pm to thei®\ Times » 
But, to avoid fwelling their Work to too great a Bulk, they were obliged to omit many of the 
moft valuable. Hlakluyt for this Reason confined bimfelf moftly to the Englith Travellers> 
But although be wrote within fifty Years of the firft Navigations of this Nation, and adde®? 
two thick Volumes in bis fecond Edition, yet be was forced to leave-out a great Number of 
curious Traéts, which afterwards were publifoed by Purchas. This Colleétor propofed to join 
many foreign Authors to the Englith; and as be enlarged his Plan, fo be augmented bis ¥o- 
lumes in Bulk and Number : Yet fisll be found bimfelf greatly ftinted for Room; infomuch, that 
to bring thofe he bad provided within the Compafs of his four Volumes of Pilgrims, be was 
under @ Neceffity of curtazling bis Authors in uch a Manner as to retrench fevergl of their 
moft efential Parts, and confequently to render, bis Work in great Meafure ufely/s. 
find of YHE Compilers of that which goes under the Name of Dr. Harris (for be only wrote the 
“ Dedreatson and Introduftion) undertook, at fourfeore Years Diftance, imsvbich Time Bott of 
Voyages and Travels were confiderably multiplied, to execute the fame Defign in much the fame 
Compafs as Purchas had done: Or rather to give us the Shadow of a general Colleftion, and 
the Skeletons of Authors, inftead of the Subftance; whch, 1 effef, 1s the Cafe: For 
they have not only omitted a great Number of the mot valuable Relations to pe found im 
Hakluyt and Purchas, which do Honour to our Nation, as well as many of thofe pubkifhed 
Jince they wrote, but have quite fpoiled the reft by bad Abridgments: Thofe which Purchas 
had publifoed entire, are by them miforably curtailed; and the Authors, which that Calleffor 
bad mangled before, (that is, all be abridged) are mangled over again. 
BESIDES the above-mentioned Imperfetions, under which this laft Colleftion labours, 
it berng near forty Years fince tt was publifoed, a great Number of curious Voyages and Tra- 
vels bave appeared, which want to be collefied. 
Plan of te FOR thefe Reafons the Author of the prefent Undertaking judged a new general Collection 
Met to be neccfary, which he propofed to execute according to the following Plan: 

FIRST, To infert the Relations from Hakluyt and Purchas ofitted in Harris’s CollecPion, 
as well as thofe taken from them. Secondly, To reftore atl the Authors caftrated ia Harris, as 
well as thofe maimed by Purchas, ¥@ far as he bath been able to come at the Originals. Yhird- 
ty, To take-in not only fome Englilh Travellers omitted by Purchas, but alfo feveral others pub- 
hifoed fince Purchas, and emitted ‘n Harris. Fourthly, To add the Travellers of any Note, 
which bave appeared in our Language fince 1705, when Dr. Harris's Collection was pub- 
lifocd. Fifthly, To enrich ghpchaolledyjon with a confiderable Numbér of foreign Itineraries, 
tubich were never made Englith before. 

Eaccatedin IT would be Time enough perhaps, when the whole Work was finifbed, to foew that be 
sus Voleme bad performed bis Engagements ; and yet the Colleftor is of Opinion, that this Volume affords 
abundant Proof, that be kas fulfilled bis Prepofal, 

WITH refpeet to the firft Article, be refers to the Voyages of Stephens and Raymond 
to Eat India, Windham, Lok, &¢. te Guinea, He conceives, that the fecond ts already 
made-good by every Authot inferted from Fakluyt and Purchas; for they are ail carefully 
abridged without omitting any material Circumfence, or adding Fancies of bis own, which 
alter the Senfe, as bas been done by the Compilers of Harris’s Collefion : That the third Con 
dition is executed in Part by the Voyages ef Captain Covert to the Eatt Indies, thofé of Wind- 
ham, Vennor, &%c. to Guinea, omitted by Purchas: That the Fournies up ihe Pike of Te- 
neriffe, and the Voyages of Captain Roberts to the Cape de Verde Tlauds, make-good the 
fourtlQCondition ,, and that the fifth is performed by the Voyages of Goleyman Bafha, Cada 
Mofto§ Pedro de Sintra, and feveral ether Tranflations. 

Mariah, THE better to fucceed in this laf Article, we have been careful to procure the bef dur 
sbene. hors to be met with; and to fearch not only the great foreign Colleftions already mentioned for 
fuch cleriows Tras as have not yet been iranflated from them, but alfo the fmailer ¢ art 

é 
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shel of the Dutch to the North and the Eaft Indies, the Lettres Edifiantes, Memoires des 
Miffion feveral other foreign, literary Journals: Not forgetting the Memoirs of the Aca- 
demy of Paris, and cur own Philofopbical Tranfadtions, which afford feveral curious Relations. 
‘Farther to improve our Defign, we bave, as Occafion required, thrown-in certain foort Preces 
or Extratts relating to the Hiftory, Government, or Religions of foreign Nations, efpecsally 
the Oriental, (taken chiefly from their own Authors) tn order to Jupply the Travellers, who 
bave not always bad an Opportunity of obtaining an exaét Knowledge of thofe Matters. Of 
this the Defertption of the Red-Sea from Abi’lfeda, the Difcovery of Madera by Alcaforado ; 
and more particularly the Hiftory of the Portugueze Conquefts mm India, with which the Vo- 
lume begins, are Inftances. 

ALTHOUGH our Defign is much more extenfive than that of any Colleftion bitherto Mebed of 
‘publifhed, yet we propofe to execute it in lefs Room than any of the former. To cffecr this," 

have deviated from the common Method of coileéting, and inftead of giving each Author 

entiPe in the Order be was publifoed, we feparate hisFournal and Adventures from his Remarks 
on Countries: The firft we give by itfelf, the latter we incorporate with the Remarks of other 
Travellers to the fame Parts. 

THE Adventures of Travellers are generally very tedious, often trifling, and therefore 
admit of lagge Retrenchments ; and as feveral Travellers vifiting the fame Parts muft neceffa- 
rily repeat the fame Things, 1t is certain, that by this Way of collecting them, a vajft deal of 
fuperfluous Matter will be expunged, and confequently Room made for introducing many more 
than could poffitly be brought into the fame Compafs, accordeng to the common Method, Et is Compared 
true, Pourchas aad Harris, with a View to obtain the fame End, have not only abridycd their"? 
Travellers, but endeavoured to avoid Repetition. To effect this, their Courfe was, after 
gtuing one Author intire, to ftrike-out of the reft all fuch Remarks as feemed to be of the fame 
Nature with thofe made by the firft. But it 1s obvious, that this Method wll make firange 
Havock with the Books, as it muft render moft of them fo curtasled and :mperfeét, that the 
Reader will bave only Parts or Pieces of an Author, inftead of the Whole; and this in fuch 
an abrupt and ‘unconnetied Manner, that the Completenefs of the few will in no Sort fupply, 
or compenfate for, the Deficiences of the many. The Injury will extend even to the uncaftrated 
Relations: For if fome Remarks be ftruck-out of four Travellers, for Inftance, in five, the 
Sour will not oniy be deprived of the Right and Property which they bad yn them equal to the 
Sith; but the fifth wll be left deftitute of the Vouchers requifite to fupport what be relates. 
Thefe ill Confequences are the neceffary Effect of this Way of managing Authors, whereas 
they are intirely avoided by the Method made ufe of jzthendagliegion: For by incorporating 
the Remarks of feveral Travellers together, with proper References, the Wbole will be pre- 
ferved, as well as every particular Author’s Property therein afcertained and diftinguifbed, at 
sa ad Time that Repetition and Redundancy will be prevented. 

ESIDES thefe confiderable Advantages, other great Benefits flow from this Way of Col-Advartags 
keGing. In the firft Place, the Reader, by finding all that relates to the fame Things in the? ™ 
Several Authors brought together, will be faved the Trouble of turning from one to the other, 
in order to collet? thetr fcattered Remarks on every Subjel#, as well as avord being tired with 
reading, or charged with paying for the fame Things feveral Times over in different Authors. 

Mt tha fame Time, infiead of a great many imperfect Accounts, which the Authors feparately 

afford, be wiil be furnifhed with one complete Defcription, compiked from them all, And thus 

our Colleétion becomes a Sytem of Modern Geography and Hiftory, as well as a Body of 
Voyages and Travels, exbsbiting the Prefent State of all Nations, 2 the moff concife, yet 
camprebenfive Manwere ; rad 

THIS Method bis hikewife contributed not a little to render the Work more pees and Precerty 

acmcrste : For by baving: the Remarks of feveral dutbors before bim in one View, a Galletter Wh 
3s beft ableto fee their Errors and Defelts ; and, confequently, to adjuft, corrett. and fepply

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pie, BY this Means likewife be can beft difcaver the fidtitrous Relations from the gensine, the 
Copy from the Original, and trace the Theft through a Series of Authors ta tha deuntaca. 
Ihad: For Inftance, by comparing the feveral Voyages and Accounts of Guinea tegetber, i¢ 
appears, that alinoft all ther Authors have copied, or rather ftolen, from Artus fn de B; 
Calleéiion, (for they do not quote bim) not excepting Bofman brm/clf, who litherto bas paffed' 
unfulperled of Plagsarijm, Upon a Difiovery of this Nature, we generally take Care to point- 
out the Ereebooter, and reftore the Goods to their right Owners, We always pay a@ great 
Deference to the firft Difcoverers, or earleft Writers, whofe Remarks we generally infert firft 
wm the Defcription; or, making them the Foundation, throw thofe of later Authors, into the 
Notes, 1 order to illufirate or confirm them. 
Cre OUR View, bowever comprebenfive, 15 not to infert every Relatzon that comes to band, the 
“goed and bad without Dytinttion. On the contrary, we have been careful to make Choice of 
the lift in all Languages, and not to give Place to any, which was not iskely to contribute to 
the Improvement or Entertainment of the Reader: However, we do not always exclude@in 
Muthor, «ho is not whally worthlefs: Becaufe, though 1n ithe common Way of celletimg, be 
could prove a.groat Initmbi ance, vet in ours be mht be drfpatched by Help of a foort Abfrad, 
and afow Refirences under the Defeription of Places or Thing. 5 whereby all the Remarks, 
chat mcs be of any Ufe in fib Books, will be preferved, without clogging our Work with 
the Fieaps of trifling Matters that accompany them tn the Origmals. 
HAVING green this general Account of our Scheme and its ddvantages in a Work of 
this Natare, we come next te a more particular Detail of the Manncr in which 1t bas been 

Atprais, executed, As to the Matter, it confifts of two Sorts, Abftradts and Digefts. The Abftracis 
centain the Journals of the Travels or Vovages, including the Adventures of the Authors, and 
other Occurrences, with the Dejcriptions of Places, efpectally when there are not Remarks of 
other Travellers to mx with them. Lach Abfirat? 1s commonly preceded by an Introduétion, 
or literary Article, wherein an Account 1s green of the duthor, (fo far as can be come at) 
and bis Work, as to tts Editrons, Stxe, and Number of Pages, the Subjedt, oe Contents. 
There 15 commonly added likewunfe, a foort Critic or Judgment thereon, as to its Excellencies or 
Defcéis, with refpecé to Geogiaphy, Hiftory, Cuts and Maps. 

Doge. THE Digeft contains the*Remarks of feveral Voyagers or Travellers relating to any 
Country, the Inbabitants, or 1ts natural Producizons, incorporated together fo as to farm a re- 
gular Difcription ; SD as that of the Canary, or of the Cape de Verde [fands, in ibis Vo- 
lume, ali cady mentioncd. But although m this Part ihe Objervations of different Perfons are 
mixed together, yet they are papisteilaia diftingusfoed by References to*the Books from whence 
they were extratied. Cart likewife 1s taken in the Abjiraéts to cite the Page from Time to 
Lime, for the Satisfaciion of fuck as muy bave a Mund to confuit the Originals. 

Hay of io IWIMERE Authers agree in their Remarks on any partiuular Place, cr Thing, we make 

pag one Account ferve for all: And where they difagree, we etter give the different Accounts m 
the Text; or, inferting only that which we sudge moft exad?, throw the reft into the Notes, 

IN thefe Notes, which are gecgraphical, biftorical, and critical, we bave done our beft to 

Supplying corre the Errors, determine or reconcile the Differences, clear-up Objcurities, and fupply 

tm. fatal Defictencies, which frequently occur in the Travellers, from various auxtliary Writers : 
But this we fometimes do tn the ext, as our Method of incorporating the Remarks of dtffe- 
rent Authors will admit of it, and when the Point to be examined ts of more than ordinary 
Importance to Geography or Hiftery, we introduce a particular Dufertation on the Occa- 
Sion. 

HOKMEVER, after all our earneft Endeavours to corrett Errors,eand determine ng ie 

Defisulies vences, tt¥s not to be prefumed, that we have always fucceeded to the Reader’s Satssfaétion :. For 

tbat en. oeben th Difference is between only two dathors, or there are as many Vouchers on ome Sige 
of he Diucfron as the other, it is often very dsfficult to determine where the Truth lies, unlefs 

we 
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ee dave fome unexceptionable-Authority to guide us, fuch as the Writers of the Country, to 

: Fa& relates. 

BUT of all Matters, in which the Travellers differ from each other, there are none more 
difficult to fettle than thofe which concern the Names ufed in diftant Countries. It was a prin- 
cipal View, in this Defign, to reduce all fuch Names of Places, Things, and Perfons, found mn 
Authors of different Nations, to the Enghith Orthography; and to introduce fuch an Umfor- 
mity through the Work, that the fame Place foould always be found under ibe fame Name in 
the Text. 

TO obtam the firft of thefe Ends, it is fufficient to be acquainted with the Alpbabets or Unf 
Letters in ufe with thofe Nations to whom fuch Authors belong, or in whofe Language they” 
have weitten ther Voyages: But tt proves exceeding dificult, and often impraéitcable, to pros 
cure the fecond End, becaufe Travellers of the fame Nation frequently write foreign Names dif- 
ferent Ways. Whether this happens through Neglect in learning the Names, or elfe, becaufe 

emg forced to invent Charafters, (for want of Letters in ther own Language to expre/s 
Sounds in others) they make various Choices or, thirdly, (which 1s frequently the Cafe) be- 
caufe they copy from Authors of other Nations: Whichever is the Cafe, st follows, that if 
Such Names be reduced to the \inglith Idiom, there will be juft the fame Difegreement amongyt 
them, asdf they bad been tranfiribed, without any Alteration. Nor is it pofible to bring thc 
to an Untformaty, but by knowing bow fuck Names are written or proncunced by the Natives 
who ufe them. 

BUT although ibis Knowledge may be, in a good Meafure, obtained fo far as relates to the Nanrs 

Languages of t.urope, aad thofe of Afia, commonly called the Oriental, aad perbaps a few? Eee teltdte 
others, yet with refpec? to thofe Nations, who bave no Books nor Charaéters, fuch as the In- 
habitants of Guinea, and moft Parts of Aftica, as well as all America; or, whofe Books 
and Charaéters (if they have any) are iitile known to us, fuch as thofe on the Coaft of Ma- 
Jabar, Kormandel, and other Parts of the Indies, it is very dificult to come at the Ortho. 
graphy, or true Pronuntiation of therr proper or local Names. Wor thefe Reafons, having 
been often at a Lofs in this Particular, we thought ourfelzes obliged to retain fuch uncertain 
Names in the Text, only reducing them to the Propriety of the tenglith Letters, rather than 
make ufe conftantly of one, which we were not fure was the genuine Name. 

ON the other Hand, when once we have (or think we.bave) found-oys the true Name, wevaron 
take Care to ufe no other in the Text; the roft we confign to the Notes. a this Means, not only phic nee 
Miftakes, if any be committed by us, may be reltified, and Fuftice done the refpecivve Authors, : 
but the feveral vartous Readings of the fame Name yjbbebwmatggagg , which are very necdfary 
tobe known by all Geographers and {hftorians, in order to difcover the Identity of Places. Ti bey 
Likewife furnish very proper Maperials for geographical Didhionaries : For unlefs the varrous 
Names, under which the faine Place occurs in different Authors, are to be met-with m juch 
Books, one cannot always be fure of finding the Place he wants. 

ENOUGH bas been fatd, we prefume, to apologize for ihe fame Name being fometrmes 
[pelt differently in our Abjtratts from different Authors. But to remedy ibis Defeti as far as 
may be, we ufually infert 1 the Margin what we concetve to be the truc Name, at leaft that 
which 15 moft commonly in Ufe, and this may account for the Difference which often appears 
han the Names tn the Margin, which are generally uniform, and thofe retained in the 

ext, . + 

IN reducing the foreign Names (by which we underftand thofe ufed by Nations, who do Ruts forsee 
not ufe the Roman Charaéier) to the Englith Idiom, we have generally obferved the follow. 1" bm 
ing Rules: Firft, W never employ different Letters ta exprefs the fame Sound: For glis Rea- 
fon we always ufe k in Place of c, and JConfonant before e and 1 Vowel inftead of G; Except

> by. thefe Rules in Writing,» to reduce foreign Names 
to their true Sounds, as corttten or pronounced by the Nations who ufe them, yet we propofe 
thereby to convey 10 an Englith Reader the true Sound, according to the Language of the Au- 
fhor, from whence they ave taken, and to introduce fuch an Uniformity in ike Orthography, 
that there may be no Danger of finding the fame Name in different Places certtten according to 
the Idiom of feveral different Nations, as is the Cafe in all other Collefions hitherto publifoed ; 
fo that the Generaltty of Readers muft take them for fo many different Names, st being wmpoffible 
to know them to be the fame, under fo great a Change, as the various Ways of writing them oc- 
cafions*. And this Advantage, which our GolleBtion claims above ail others, will, we hope, 
atone for the other orthographrcal Differences, whic, for toe Reajons already mentioned, rt 
was not in our Power to remedy.

known to them. It may be concluded therefore, 
that the firft Knowledge they ever had of the 
Compafs, was received from the Europeans, tho’ 
they might have feund fuch Inftrument in Ufe 
with them, on ther firft Arrival in China. 

AFTER the Fall of the Weftern Roman Em- 
pire, the Countries of Europe, to the Weft of 
Greece, were fo diftra€ted, for feveral Ages, with 
the Wars and Invafions of the Vandals, Goths, 
and other Northern Nations, that they had no 
Time to think of foreygn Commerce, had the 
Way to India, thro’ Egypt, been open to them, 
as it was formerly. However, the maritime 
Nagions ftill carried on a Trade among them- 
felves, under many Interruptions. 
at fundry Times, had very large Fleets, as well 
for War as Commerce ; and traded into the A4-- 
diterranean, as well as the Baltick, where the 
Hans Towns engrofled almoft all the Trade of 
the North. 

CHARLEMAGNE intended to have re- 
ftored Commerce in the Mediterranean, but the 
Troubles that enfued after his Death, threw all 
Things into Confufion again.

Advantage of the weak Condition of the latter 
Greek Empire, in the Time of the Croifade, in 
the thirteenth Century ravaged the Archipelago, 
feized fome of the Iflands, penetrated into the 
Black Sea, and took from the Greeks feveral Cities 
on it’s Coafts, the chief of which was Theedofia, 
(in the Taurtca Kheinaltts or Krim) which they 
rebuilt, and called Kaffa, from whence they car- 

briedon a Trade with Mingrelia, Trebrzond, and 
other Parts of that Sea, They were in Poffeffion 
of Pera, one of the Suburbs of Con/fantinople it- 
felf. 

TuerR Rivals, the Venetians, made hkewife 
feveral Conquefts from the Greeés, and long con- 
tended with the Genoe/e for the Sovereignty of the 
inner Seas, which they obtained at lait.

with no lefs Fury on the Coafts of Sain, which 
they plundered ; and entering the Streights of 
Gibraltar, conquered a confiderable Part of the 
Kingdom of Naples, with the whole Ifignd of 
Sicih, committing infinite Murdess and Depre- 
dations, both by Sea and Land. 

THE next great Interruption to Commerce 
was, the Croifades, formed by the popifh Powers, 
againft the Adobammedans abroad, atid then againft 
the Heretics at home. Thefe execrable Wars, 
fan@ified with the Name of Holy, kept all the 
Southern Parts of Eurepe, and the Weftern Kha- 
lifat, ma Ferment, for above a hundred Years 
together. The Confufion was increafed in Afa, 
Pas terrible Irruption which followed of the 

oguls and Tartars, under Fingh'x Khan; and 
by the Wars which fprung up among the Succef- 
fors of Salah add'n (or Saladin) in Egypt, Syria, 
and the neighbouring Countries Eaftward. 

. THE Genocfe and Venetians were the only 
People of Europe, who, during this long Interval

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great Marts for Trade, which then fubfifted in

THE better to explain what goes before rela- 
ting to the Courfe of Trade, it may be proper 
farther to obferve, that before the Way to /nata, 
by the Cape of Good Hope, was difcovered, the 
great Market in the Eaft for Spices, Drugs, and 
all the rich Commodities of the nesghbouring 
Countries and Iflands, was the City of Afalakka ; 
from whence they were fetched by the Inhabi- 
tants of all the Weftern Countries, as tar as the 
Red-Sea: In which Livition, the moft celebrated 
Ports for Trade were, Kalekit, Kambaya, Ormiz, 
and Aden, From Kambaya, the Northern Parts

buted by Karawans through 4 mevta, Trebizond, 
Aleppo, and Damajcus, whole Port then was 
Beyrét, Such Commodities as were carried up the 
Red-Sea, were landed at ‘foddah, the Port of 
Mekka, orelfe at Tor, or Suz, “Vowns at the 
Bottom of that Gulf, and thence conveyed by 
Karawans to Karra, From Karo they were fent in 
Barks down the Nile to “lexundria , (rom whence, 
not only Europe was furnithed by the /rntrans 
and Genoefe, but all the Countries to the Weft of 
Egypt, along the Coaft of Barbary, were fupplied 
by the Karawans, as Barkha, Tunis, Tremefen, Fez, 
Marskko, and Sts. Some of the Goods were car- 
ried even beyond the Atlas, to the City of Tom- 
bito, in Negroland, and the Country of the Folofs. 
This Canal of Trade, which had been interrupt- 
ed for a long Time, by the Diftractions which 
reigned in the Weftern Khalifat, was reftored by 
the Mamlik Soltans of Egypt, about the Year 
1300 °, 

Tus almoft all the Trade of the Eaft was 
engroffed, for feveral*Ages, by the Republick of 
Venwe, which grew thereby immenfely rich, and 
Was, in Effect, the Alexandria of the middle Age, 
as Am/flerdam is of the prefent. She continued in 
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Neighbours in thofe Days of her Profperity. 

Such are the vaft Advantages arfing from the Im- 
provment of Commerce !

Seas The Tables now were intirely turned, and

Difcoverers for others. 

Nor _ were thefe two the only Nations who order Nas- 

d fuffered by this Difcovery, which caufed a Revo- sss fuffer ty 
lution tn Commerce throughout the Eaft ; ruined 
the Trade of thefe celebrated Indian Ports before- 
mentioned, aud diverted all the Riches of fia, 
into anew Channel. Infomuch that, not long af- 
ter the Portuguexe had entered the dndtes, a Con- 
federacy was formed to drive them out again by 
feveral of the prime Maritime Poweis, aflifted by, 
the Soltan of Agypt, who fuftained a Lofs thereby, 
equal at leaft, to any of the relt. 

THE ‘Trade of Europe wasin the Situation juft 
now mentioned, when the dire€tive Property of 
the Magnet came to be found out, the Actraétive 
having been well known to the Ancients , yet fo 
negligent often are the Hiftorians of recording 
ufeful Inventiors, that neither the Author, nor 
Time of the Difcovery, 1s afcertained by Writers, 
who differ much about them. Some will have 
the Difcovery to be derived from the ancient 
Greeks, others from the Arabs; many infift, that 
f Marco Polo, or Paulus Venetus, brought it into

Be this as it will, ’tis mansfeft, that however 
wondetful the Secret may in itfelf be, or advan- 
tageous to the World, it proved of no great Be- 
nefit to the Inventor, fince he is only mentioned 
as the bare Difcoverer of the direétive Property 
of the Magnet, without applying it to the Ufe of 
Navigation. Nor does it appear from Writers, 
that it was quickly fo applied: On the contrary 
we do not find, that any confiderable Ufe was

OTHER Nations were fo far from being even 
as ¢arly as the Portuguezein Attempts of this Kind, 
that thefe latter had been carrying on their Enter- 

tizes, near fourfcore Years, before any of their 
Newbtours feem to have thought of foreign Dif- 
coverses; the Endeavours towards which, they 
confidered as downr.ght Knight Errantry, and 
the Fff& of a diftempered Imaginatién, as well 
in the firlt Promoter, as thofe who profecuted his 
Scheme. But the feveral Events fhewed, that the 
Defigns were the Refults of folid Reafoning, and 
formed on the moft rational Grounds, ° 
- In a Word, the Account of thefe Difoveries 
makes one of the moft curious Parts of Modern 
Fiftory, as comprizing a Multitude of the moft 
remarkable Tranfactions that ever happened in any 
Period of Time. For this Reafon, we have been 
the more particular in reciting them, well know- 
ing, that the Curious will be defircus to be ac- 
quainted with.every Step that was made in fuch 
rand Proceedings, and by what Degrees fuch vaft 
Uinlerukibes came to be accomplithed : Befides, 
as this Intercourfe of Europeans wrought a very 
reat Change in the feveral Countries and their 
Tnkbeane wherever they came, and both appear 
in a different Light to what they-did before, there- 
fore every Circumftance, relating to fuch Tranf- 
ations, feems to deferve Notice, and even claim 
our Regard, 
In the Year of the Hejrah g3, and of Chrift

Sure, till he fent Giltanez in a Bark, who, about 
the Year 1432, paffed that, till then, invincible 
Cape, (called by him) Bojador; which Aton 
was, at that Time, in the common Opinion, 
oe upon, not inferior to the Labours of Her- 
cules. 

AgourT this Time, Prince Henry obtained of 
Pope Afartin V. a perpetual Donation ? to the 
Crown of Portugal, of whatever Difcoveries 
{hould be made from this Cape to the Zaft Indies, 
incluftvely ; with plenary Indulgence for the Souls 
of all fuch as fhould perifh in the Undertaking : 
Which Grant was confirmed by the fucceeding 
Popes Eugentus, Nicholas, and Sestus, at the In- 
{tance of King Alphonfo, and his Son Juan, This 
Step was taken both as a Security againft the in- 
terfering of other Nations, and an Incentive to 
the common People to engage in the Service. 

In 1434, Gilianes went again in his Bark, 
with Alonfo Gonzales Baldaya, in a bigger Veflel, 
and pafled thirty Leagues beyanu.the Cape: Where 
lunding, they faw a great Track of Men and 
Cattle; and, without any farther Inquiry, return- 
ed home, giving the Name of Angra de Ruyuos, 
or The Bay of Gurness, to that Coaft, from the 
fh they found there, Next Year, 1435, the 
Defign was continued, and they paffed twelve 
ae farther. Here they put afhore two Men 
on Horfeback, who, going on till the Afternoon, 
faw nineteen of the Natives armed with Javelins.

One Night 
he went up the Country eight Leagues with ten 
Men; and fpying a naked Man, with two Darts 
in his Hand, driving a,Camel, came up and took 
him: For being frighted, he neither defended him- 
felf, nor endcavoured to efcape.

Lancelot, attacked Tider, and 
other Iflands, where he took above 40 Prifoners, 
which he prefented to the Prince, and was well 
rewarded, 

GONZALO DE CINTRA fet out with 
one Ship in 1445, and coming to the Iflands /r- 
guim, ran up a Creek at Night, mtending to go 
afhore; but the Tide ebbing, he ftuck ; and in 
the Morning, 200 AMfeors coming upon him, 
he was killed with feven of his Company, Thefe 
were the firft Porugueze killed in thefe Attempts ;

Vhat the 
Inhabitants lived miferably, feeding on a certain 
Grain, which the Earth produced without tilling, 
fume Heibs, Lizards, and Locufts, all fcorched 
in the Sun, which ts predominant; that Place 
Jying under the Tropic of Cancer: That they 
ufed much Milk, not only as Meat, but Drink, 
by Reafon of the Scare.ty of Water; and there- 
fore when they killed Animals for Food, they 
{pared the Females. Tho’e near the Sea, fome- 
tumes fed on Fith ; and when the Por tugueze gave 
them Corn, they eat it whole. The Land 1s 
barren, being all Sand, which bears a few Palms, 
and wild Fig Trees. They have no Houfes but 
Tents. Their Cloaths are Skins of Beatts: The 
better and neater Sort wear Alhaiks, which is not 
unlike our Crape; and the top People of all, 
fome better Sort of€Elo'h, but none good, Their 
Employment is the Care of Cattle: Their Lan- 
guage and Characters, the fame with thofe of the 
Coats of Barbary, diffsring ay much only, as the 
Caftilhan and the Gallicran.

Tire Year following, viz. 1463, died the 
Prince Yon Henry, the Beginnce and Founder of 
all the concerted Difcoveries in general, and of c 
thofe to the South and Ealt in particular. He was 
of a proper Size, his Limbs large and ftrong, his 
Complexion fair, his Hair ftrong and rough ; his 
Countenance was terrible to fuch as weie not ac- 
cuftomed to fve him T’cr mi the greateft Sallies, 
he was governed more by Meeknef, than Paffion. 
He had a grave and graceful Gait; was very cir- 
cumfpedet and cautiaus in his Words; plain, as to- 
tis Garb, fo far as fuited with bis Quality 5 pa- 
tient in Troubles, valiant in Danger, fkilled in d 
Learning; the beft Mathematician of his Age; 
very hberal; extreme zeaJous for Religion, He 
was not known to be given to any Vice, He 
never married, nor was tt heard that he finned 
again Continency. His Memory and Piudence 
were equal to his Authonty. Tus is the leat 
that could be faid in Flonour of thts great Under- 
taker, He left, difcovered, from Cape de Non, 
in about twenty-nine Degikes Deotth Latitude, to 
Sterra Leona, in eight Degree; He died at Cape © 
Sagres, in the fixty-feventh Year of his Age, and 
lies buried with he Father, in the Church of 
Batalia. 

So great were the Hopesof the GuineaT rade, and

De Gama, 
to prepare againft his Coming, ordered all the 
fick Men to be kept out of Sight; and all that 
were found 1n the reft of the Ships, to be fent to 
his: Caufing them to be fecretly armed, to pre- 
vent any Surprize from the Shetkh or his Attend- 
ants; who came well drefled in Silk, with Ivory 
‘Trumpets, andother Inftruments, playing all the 
while, He wastalland Jean He had ona kind 
of Shirt, which caine down to his Heels, and over 
it another of Jekka Velvet. 
Silk Cap of various Colours, trimmed with Gold, 
At his Girdle he wore a Sword and Dagger, and 
upon his Feet, Silk Shoes The General received 
him at the Entrance of the Ship, and brought 
him with fome of his People, into the Cabin, 
the reft remaming in the Boats De Gama apo- 
logized for not fending him Scarlet, as having 
brought none with him.

‘This alarming the 
Ships, they moved forward to the General’s Af- 
fiflance, which the Aoors fecing, fled too faft to 
be overtaken. 

A Few Days after, a white A@cr came on 
board the Ships from the Governor, exprefling 
Concern at the Breachof Amity, and offering to 
renew the fame ; which the General refufed, un- 
lefs his Pilot fhould be fent him. Soon after,

carried to Afelinda, (lying in the Way to Aalekut) 
in order to return to Mckka, from whence he 
faid he came as a Pilot; telling De Gama, that it 
was in vainto wait for an Anfwer from the Sheikh, 
who, he was aifured, would make no Peace with 
him as being a Chriflian, The Ships being in 
Want of Water, they entered the Harbour of 
Mozambik a fecond Time, and with their Boats 
took it away by Force; the Moors keeping ata

the Shore, De Gama to revenge that, and other 
Injuries, manned out the Boats with Ordnance ; 
and after driving a Body of Moors from the Shore,

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Manner, that the Inhabitants left it, and fled into 
the Country, 

Tar twenty-feventh they departed, and came

near it, with many Shoals, three Leagues beyond 
Pula, which De Gama was sorry to have over- 
fhot, becaufe the Pilots had told him, there were 
Chr tftians in the Place. This they did with a 
Defign to have brought them there to he flaugh- 
tercd ; for De Gama would have landcd without 
any Diftruft. The Pilots having laboured in vain 
to recover that Town, (the Winds and Currents 
being contrary) it was refolved at length, to go 
on to the Ifland of Mombaffa, feventy Leagues 
farther North. In the Way, the St. Raphael ran 
aground, two Leagues from Land; but they got 
her off, giving thofe Shoals the Name of the Ship, 
Here fome Moors from Land were taken on board, 
to be carried to AZombaffa, where they arrived the 
feventh of 4721; and from that Moment his few 
Men who were fick, began to recover, the reft 
having died with Diteafes.

Here is Plenty of Provifions, as 
Millet, Rice, Hens, and Cattle all very fat, 
chiefly their Sheep, which have no Tails, ‘The 
Ifand is very pleafant, being full of Orchards, 
planted with Pomgranates, Judiax Figs, Oranges 
of both Kinds, Lemons and Citrons Here alfo 
isexcellent Water, The City, which ts govern- 
ed by a King, 1s very large, feated on a rocky 
Hill, againft which the Sea begts, fo that it can- 
not be undermined. At the Entrance of the 
Port, and upon the Bar, 1s a little low Fort near 
the Water Moft of the Houles are built with 
Stone, like thofe of Spam, and the Cielings 
wrought in Figures with Plaifler of Paris; the 
Sueets are very fair. The Inhabitants are AZoor +, 
fome white, others brown, and appear to be good 
Horfemen. ‘They go nchly drefied, efpecially 
the Women, who wear Silk Gowns adorned with 
Gold and Jewels, There is a great Trade for 
all Sorts of Merchandize; and the Harbour, 
which ts a good one, is continually full of Ships. 
From the Land there comes Ivory, Wax, and 
Honey. 
As the Ships lay without the Bar, in the Night 
Bark approached, with about a hundred Men, 
awith Swords and Targets; who coming up

Chriftans mv the Hland, which agreeing with the 
Report of the Pilots, Ye Gama believed to be 
true However, he kept upon his Guard. Next 
b Day the King fent to compliment the General 
on his Arrival, with certain Prefents of Fruit ; 
and to tell him, there were many Chr /Pians in 
the Ifland, (which the Meflengers feigned them- 
felves to be) and that if he would come into the 

Harbour, he fhould have whatever he ftood in 

Need of, De Gama, believing them to be fin- 

cere, treated them very kindly, and fent them 

back with Thanks and Prefents to the King- He 
cfent with them alfo Men to obferve the Place, 
The King fhewed no great State, but received 
them well, andordered fome Moors to thew them 
the City. In their Way they faw many Prifon= 
ersin Irons; and were carried to the Houfe of 
two Merchants of Jndia, who were Chrifians, 
The King fent them back with Samples of Spices 
and Corn; bidding them tell the General, he 
might have Gold, Siver, Amber, and other Com- 
modities, in what Quantity he pleafed, at a lefs 
Price than any where elfe. 

On their Return, it was refolved to accept of 
the Offer of Spices, and to lade here, in cafe 
they fhould not meet with a Market to their 
liking at Kalekut. Next Morning at Flood, they 
prepared to enter the Harbour; but De Gama’s 
Ship ftriking ona Shoal, they caft Anchor again: 
Which, when the A4ors, who were aboard, faw, 
they went into their Boat, believing the Fleet 
would not get into Port that Day. The two Pi- 
lots, at the fame Inftant, jumped into the Sea, 
e and were taken up by the Afcors, who could not 

be prevailed upon to return and deliver them. 

This gave De Gama a Diftruft of the King, who

At Sight of thefe 
Things, the Factor and Kiitwd/ laughed, faying, 
it was not a Prefent fit for the King, that the 
pooreft Merchant who came to that Port gave a 
better: 
the King a Prefent, it fhould be in Gold; for 
that he would not accept of any Thing elfe. De 
Gama, being offended with their Behaviour, re- 
plied with fome Refentment, that if he had come 
there to trade, he would have brought him Gold, 
but that he was no Merchant but an Ambaflador ; 
that the Prefent was from himfelf, not the King 
his Mafter, who not knowing that fuch a Prince 
as the Samorin was in being, had fent no Prefent 
for him: 
that there was fuch a Monarch as Kalekut, he 
would, nodoubt, with the next Ships, fend him 
Gold, Stlver, and other Goods of Value. The 
Fa@tor and Kiitwil faid, it might be fo; but that 
it was the Cuftom there for every Stranger, who 
came to {peak with the King, to make a Prefent 
fuitable to his Dignity.

pr DE GAMA {ent the Goods imme- 

diately ; letting the General know, that he 
would not return without him, and that if they 
did not releafe him forthwith, he would force 
them tot with his Ordnance. ‘The Gvods be- 
ing landed, the Kitwal, after making Friends 
with the Genetal, Jet him go to his Ships When 
he was gotten on board, he refolved neither to go 
afhore any more, nor fend more Goods, till he 
underftood thofe which had been already landed, 
were fold. This was a givat Veaation to the 
Moors, who faw him now more out of their 
Reach; yet, to do him what Hurt they could, 
they began to undervalue his Merchandizes, and 
hinder the Sale. Mean Time, the General, by 
his Factor Diego Diaz, acquainted the King with 
his Reafons for fo aéting, and the Injuries that 
had been done him by the Kutwd/, as well as the 
Moors. 

Tue King feemed to be much incenfed, and 
promifed to punifh the Offenders, and fend fome 
Merchantsto buy the Goods. “This laft was per- 
formed, though not the firft; for the Kutwdl 
was not confined’ But feven or eght Guzarat 
Merchantscame, and with the-laétor, an honeft 
Nayre, to remain in the Faétory, and not fuffer 
a Moor to come near it. But as this was only to 
put the better Glofs on Things, and the Guza-

They 
failed till the twenty-fourth of Apr:/, and then 
difcovered Land; which lying fo far to the Weft, 
they concladed was fome Coaft, which De Ga- 
ma had not feen in his Voyage.

fing an Interview, and that it might be on the

The Prefent was the rich Furniture of a Horfe. 


b Ayres Correa, chief Fagtor of the Fleet, being 


fent, with others, to carry the Letter and Prefent, 
was met by feveral Nobles at the Waterfide be- 
fore the Palace, attended by Women with per- 
fuming Pans, and in this Manner he was con- 
duéted to the King, who was much pleafed with 
the Letter, written both in Portuguezeand Arabic, 
and kept Correa to difcourfe with him about Por- 
tugal Next Day the King had an Interview

Difpatching, at the fame Time, two of his 
principal Nayres as Hoftages, on Condition, that 
he fhould change them every Day ; becaufe, 1f 
they once eat on Ship-board, they never appeared 
in his Prefence any more. The General, pleafed 
with this hopeful Begmning, appointed Gonzalo 
Gi Barbofa for Faé&tor; and fent with him a 


advance as near the Shore as poffible, with their d Clerk, an Interpreter, and four banifhed Men, as 


Boats before them. At Break of Day, the Ord- 
nance began to play upon the Town, which did 
great Damage both among the Houfes and Inha- 
bitants; who, crouding to avoid, or repel the 
Danger, fell thick every Shot. Several of the 
‘Temples were demolifhed, with Part of the King’s 
Palace; and the Terror was fo great among the 
Ciuzens, that the Samorin himielf fled, who nar- 
rowly efcaped a Bullet, (from the Boats) a Nayre 
being killed juft behind him.

Wuitst the People of Kechin were befieged 
in the Ifland, there failed from Zi/éon nine Ships, 
under three diftin€ Commanders “The firft was 
Alonfo (or Alfonfo) de Alburquerque, the fecond, ¢ 
Franifco de Alburquerque, and the third, Ante- 
no de Saldanna, "Vhe three laft were to cruize in 
the Mouth of the Red-Sea, againft the Ships of 
Mekka, the others to return with ther Lading 
Francis de Alburquerque arrived fiuft, with more 
Ships than he brought out, having met with thofe 
of Vincente Sodre, who was cruifing upon the /ucds- 
an Coaft, and diftieffed by Storm, as alfoa Veflel 
that had been feparated from Don Vafco De Gama. 
Sodie had taken four Ships of Kalekut, which he d 
carried to Kananor, and burnt feveral fmall Vef- 
fels_ But this happened before the Invafion of 
Kachin, to whofe King he had offered his Affift- 
ance, but was not admitted*: Wherefore, failing 
thence, he touched at Sofotra and Guardafu, and, 
on the Coaft of Araé:a, took fome \cflels of 
Kambaya and Kalehut. Winter coming on, he 
put for Shelter into a Bay near the Iflands Kursa- 
muria, and found the /rabs of that Coaft called 
Badwins, who live by their Cattle, very tracta- ¢ 
ble. After two Months Stay, they advifed him 
to feck a good Harbour, to avoid being caft away 
im the Storms, which arofe about that Time. 
Sodre would not credit them, believing they faid 
it only to get ndof him’ But, when it was 
too late, found they fpoke the Truth, being loft 
with his Brother, and all the Men, ina fudden 
Tempeft.

Hence the Coaft runs Northward, rounding a 
little to the Weft, as far as the Kingdom of Kon- 
go From whence drawing a Line crofs the Con- 
tinent, Eaftward, there remains to the South- 
ward a large Peninfula, or Tongue of Land, to 
which the Perfians {or Arabs] have given the

Zayde, who built two confiderable Vows, only 
fuffcient to fecure them againit the Kefs Thee 
continued fo, till great Numbers of otheis, from 
the Ports about the City of Lazah, forty J.caguts 
from the Iland Baharem", im the Per fiin Gulph, 
came over thither, and firt planted ALigad vu, 
then Brava, of which Sertlement the former 
was the Metropolis.

The new King at 
the fame Time declared, that had the lawlul 
King Aijudail, murdered by the late Ufurper, 
been Itving, he would have refigned the Crown 
to him; and actually appointed Alfudail’s Son 
his Succeflor, though he himfelf had Children. 
A rare Example of Moderation ! 

In twenty Days the Fort was raifed, into 
which the Vice-Roy put 550 Men, and leaving a 
Caravel and Brigantine to cruize there, on the 
eighth of Auguff failed with thirteen Ships for 
Mimbaza (or Mombaffa) feated like Qurlea, in 
an Ifland, which is about fourteen Leagues in 
Compafs. ‘The City 1s beautiful and ftrong, with 
a large Bay for Shipping. Two Vefiels that

Fa@tory to be fettled at Melinda. Annaya railed 
a Fort there, ftrong, though of Wood, with 
Leave of the King , who imagined that the Por- 
tugueze would be foon obliged to quit it, by rea- 
fon the Country was unhealthy- But finding 
himfelf deceived, he took the Opportunity, when 
Annaya had fent away three of his Ships, and 





Ships of Kambaya in the Port; and, landing hisd his Men were weakened through Duifeafes, cauled 


Men, entered the Town the fifteenth of Augu/?, 
while the King fled out at the other End. In 
this Action were loft only five Portugueze; of the 
Moors, 1513 were killed, and 1200 taken = Af- 
ter which the City being plundered was burnt 
to the Ground. 

Tuence Almeyda departed for India; and 
coming to Anchediva, there built a Fort, into 
which he put 80 Men, and*then failed to Onor, 
on the Coaft of Adalabar; where being ill re- 
ceived, he burnt the Town, and the Ships that 
were in the Harbour, Here the Vice-Roy was 
wounded with an Arrow; and a Party fent to 
attack 1500 of the Enemy, had Iike to have been 
defeated But farther Mifchief was prevented 
by Yunya, Governor of the City, a Man of 
graceful Prefence; who excufing his King, and, 
in his Name offering Vaflalage to Portugal, ap- 
peafed Mincyda 


by the bad Arr, to affaule the Place with 5000 
Kafrs: But great Havock was made with the 
Cannon, though only thirty-five Portugueze were 
able to bear Arms. Afterwards fallying with fif- 
teen or twenty Afoors, they drove the Enemy 
into a Wood of Palm-trees; and attacking the 
Town by Night, with a few Men, entered the 
King’s Houte, who ftood behind the Door, with 
a Symeter, and wounded Annaya in the Neck. 
e But was foon killed, with many more. Next 
Day his Son, with all the ALors, aflaulted the 
Fort, but in vain; for the Fright cured many 
of the Sick, who joined in the common Defence. 
Afterwards the two Brothers fell out about the 
Succeffion; and Annaya being gained by Soleymdn, 
crowned him: Who, for his own Security, made 
a ftrong Alliance with the Portugueze. 
Here Annaya found twenty Portugueze ina 
miferable Condition. At Cape Cortenies, being

much valued by their Owners. Here are fome 
Buildings of wonderful Stru€ture, with Infcrip- 
tions of unknown Characters: But the Natives 
know nothing of their Foundation. 

Tue Inhabitants believe in one God, under 
the Name of Mozmo; and ufe no Images, 
Witcheraft, Theft, and Adultery, are moft fe- 
verely punifhed by them. ‘They have as many 

Ives as they can maintain: Thofe of the King 
are above a thoufand , but the firft commands the 
reft, and her Children inherit. In their Funerals 
they are very fuperftitious, Their Cloathing 1s 
Cotton, the better Sort mixed with fome Gold 
Threads, The Houfes of Wood. The King’s 
Attendance, more ceremonious than great. His 
Guard two hundred Dogs; and 1s always follow- 
ed by five hundred Jefters. He is Sovereign over

Cinnamon, and taking in Elephants for Kambaya. 
‘They, fearful of Don Lerenze’s Anger, prefent- 
ded him, in the Name of the King, with 400 
Bahars of Cinnamon He well underftood the 
Contrivance ; but thought it at that Time, bet- 
ter to diflemble, and content himfelf with the 
Prefent, and Difcovery of Ceyfon. Planting there 
a Crofy with an Infcription fignifying the Tune 
of hiseArrival. 
In his Return to Koch'n, he fell upon the Town 
of Brramjam ©, which he burnt down, putting 
all to the Sword, in Revenge for the Portugueze 


many Princes; and becaufe they rebel, alwayse killed at Keulan; becaufe that Town belonged to 


keeps their Heirs about him. There are no Law- 
fuits among them. They fight a-foot. herr 
Arms are Arrows, Javelins or Darts, Daggers, 
and fmall fharp Hatches.

with whom Pedre de Annaya now treated, 
Wuitsr thefe Things happened at Sofala, in

On the fixth of March, 1g08, they 
failed fiom Lyéen with thirteen Veflels, and 
thirteen hundred fighting Men, whereof fome (be- 
ing infected with the Plague, at that ‘J ime raging 
in tle City) died by the Way. When they came 
under the Line, the Sickncf left them, They 
pafled an Sight of Cape St. Augnfin in Brazil, 
and in crofhing the vaft Ocean between that Place 
and the Cape of Good Lope, Trifan de Cunna ran 
fo far to the Southward, that fome of his Men 
perfhed with Cold, and he difcovered the Iflands 
ftill called by his Name. Here being affauleed 
bv a Sturm, all the Ships were parted, each run- 
ning a different Courfe, till they met again at 
ALfozambik , except Aluuro Tellez, who being dri- 
ven as far as Cape Guard ifu, took fix Ships, fo 
Jaden with all Sorts of Goods, that from them 
to his own Veffel, he made a Bridge of Dales, 
thrown into the Sea, over which the Men pafled 
as on dry Land. 

RUY PEREYRA, who fell into Matatanna, 
a Port of Madagafkar, being intormed 1t abound- 
ed in Spice, efpecially Ginger, invited thither 
Trifian de Cunna, who came and anchored 1n a 
Bay ; which his Son Nunno de Cunna, called de 
Donna Maria de Cunna, after a Lady he courted 
Others name it Of the Conception, Ata Town, tn- 
habited by Moors, and governed by a Sheikh, in 
a clofe Bay, which receives the great River Lu- 
langan, they had a Skirmifh, and found the 
Ifland produced little Ginger, 

Hence de Cunna fent Alfonfe de Alhmguer que 
with four Sail to Mozamb's, where coining, alter- 
wards they proceeded to Melinda, whole King 
obliged him to fall upon Oya ; a City, which be- 
ing afhfted by the King of AZombajfa intefted 
him. The Araéds inhabited this Country, where 
are feen fome ancient and wonderful Stractures, 
Each City, and almoft Village, has a King, 
whom they call Sheikh; the chief are Qutloa, 
Zarzibar, and Adembajja; But he of Adefinda 
pretends to be ancienteft, deducing his Pedigree 
from thofe of Quitan, a City eighteen Leagues 
from him, which though ruined, fhews the f vot- 
fteps of its former Grandeur, having been fupe- 
rlor to Luztva, Parimunda, Lamon, JFaka, Osa, 
and other its Neighbours. The Country 1s wa- 
tered by the River Gul:manja. George Alfonfo go- 
ing up this River five Days, faw on the Banks 
impenetrable Woods, and in the Water, an in- 
finite Number of Sea Horfes.

d Town was plundered, and then burnt with fuch 
Precipitation, that fome of the Por tugueze pertth- 
ed in the Flames, 

Tne City of Lame, fifteen Leagues diftant, 
knowing what had happened, tts Sheikh came 
and fubmitted himfelf, offering a Tribute of 600 
Metals * of Gold yearly, and paid the firft Year 
in Hand. The Fleet went on to the City Brava, 
a populous Place, before conqucred, but then in 
Rebellion, with 6000 armed Men on the Shore. 

€ But de Cunna, and Aliuquergue, next Day land- 
ing in two Bodies, in Spite of Showers of Ar- 
rows, Darts, and Stones, fcaled the Walls, and 
routed the Afoors ; after wafhing the Streets with 
ther Blood, and killing fo many, chat their Num- 
ber was not known. Of the Portuguexe, forty-two 
were lot, half through Covetoufnefs. For over- 
loading a Boat, they were drowned with theSpol , 
barbaroufly acquired, by cutting off the Hands 
and Eare of Women, to fave Time in taking off 

f their Bracelets and Earings. The City being 
burnt and plundered, de Cunna fet Sail; and met

Athwart the Middle of it runs 2 Ridge of Hulls, 
as high as the Clouds, yet the Sand of the Shore 
‘is carried up to the Top, by the North Winds. 
This renders it barren, net only of Plants, but 
Trees ; excepting fome fmall Valleys, that are 
under Shelter of thofe Winds It 13 dittant from 
the Coaft of Arabia fifty Leagues; and thirty 
from Cape Guardafu. The Ports moft ufed by 
the Poriuguexe are Zoko, inhabited by Adoors, Kalan- 
fea to the Weftward, and Ben: to the Faftward. 
The Natives are unpolifhed. The Valleys, thel- 
tered from Sand, produce Apple, and Palm Trees, 
and the beft Aloes, which, for its Excellency, 1s 
called Zecotorimos. The common Food is Maz, 
or Indian Wheat, Tamarinds, and Milk. 

Intaluted by “THEY are all Jacobite CAviffians, ke the 
Chuftans. Abifins. The Men ufethe Names of the Apoftles, 
the Women chiefly that of Afary- They worfhip 
the Crofs, which they wear on their Cloaths, and 
fet up in their Churches ; where they pray thrice 
a Day inthe Chaldean Language, alternatively, 
as ina Choi, They recerve but one Wife; ufe 
Circumcifion.
